Alabama Formulates

Montgomery, Ala., Nov. 15 (U. 
T. P. S.).—The Alabama Public 
Service Commission proposes to 
increase safety in operation of 
motor buses and demand further 
comfort and convenience of pas- 
sengers, according to new regula- 
tions adopted by the commission.

ON TIME SALES 


Chicago, Nov. 15.—Of interest te 
the motor trade is the recently 
rendered opinion of Attorney Gen- 
Carlstrom of the state of Hlinois 
that a purchaser in possession of 
a chattel (car) under a_ condi- 
tional sales agreement, whe sold, 
concealed, drove away or other- 
wise dispesed of the car, is not 
subject to prosecution under the 
penalties of the chattel mortgage 
act or guilty of larceny by bailee. 
Commenting on the opinion, the 
Chicago Automobile Trade Associa- 
tion states that “while the opinion 
may appear to be somewhat dis- 
turbing as affecting this method of 
time sales, it should not discourage 
the use of such method It em- 
phasizes, however, the necessity of 
care on the part of the dealer in 
investigating the character and re- 
sponsibility of those with whom he 


deais under the conditional] sales 
plan. The opinion was well sup 
ported by legal authorities 

“The uniform sales act. which 


furnishes the foundation for the use 
of the conditional sales contract, 
contains no provision for criminal 
prosecution of the purchaser. in 
possession under such contract. in 
case he sells, conceals. drives away 
or otherwise disposes of the prop- 
erty It does. however. provide, in 
effect. ‘that the purchaser cannot 
give title to a car to another per- 
son unless the dealer, who still re- 
tains title. does by some act or 
word of his. give the purchaser

THE Linde Air Products Company

The first part of the booklet which 
deals with the handling of 
tubing gives a very comprehensivé 
outline of a in this subject 
which is suggested for students. The 
last part the devoted 
to the subject Weld 
Duralumin 

As there is little literature 
the subject at present available, this 
is a distinct contribution. Some of 
the highlights in the brochure are 
given herewith 

Duralumin is one of 
aluminum alloys which has lately 
come into extensive use for parts 
or assemblies in which its qualities 
of light weight and high strength 
make it suitable. Its .use has 
widened to a great extent the 
practices of aeronautical construc- 
tion, both for heavier than air and 
lighter than air aircraft. Duralumip 
comes in the normal grade known 
commercially as 178 and also the 
three modified grades A17S, B17S 
and C17S, whieh have been devel- 
oped to meet certain special require- 
ments. The normal! composition 17S 
contains a minimum of 92 per cent. 
aluminum, 4 per cent. copper, one- 
half per cent. each of mag- 
nesium and manganese, and small 
quantities of iron, silicon, and other 
elements. It is used principally in 
sheet form, but is also manufactured 
in bars, rods, wire and tubes. 

The strength and other desirable 
properties of duralumin are ob- 
tained only by correct heat treat- 
ment, which is 
ried out in the manufacturing 
processes. The heat-treatment con-

sists of heating to about 900 degrees | 


Fahrenheit and quenching, usually 
in cold water. After this process a 
change takes place in the proper- 
ties of the duralumin, which is 
peculiar to strong aluminum alloys 
Immediately after quenching the 
metal is soft, but its hardness and 
strength increase, at first quite rap- 
idly and then more slowly, during 
the next four or five days. This 
change is called “aging.” Hot 
working followed by cold working 
either before or after the heat 
treating gives added strength to the 
material, the maximum improve- 
ment resulting only after the ma- 
teria] has been fully wrought. The 
tempered commercial normal zrade 
of duralumin has a tensile strength 
of from 55,000 to 63,000 pounds pei 
sguare inch. Strengths run as high 
as 63,009 to 73.000 on the special 
CI7S alloy. The ductility of the 
metal decreases with the gain i 
tensile strength 

It can be seen from this summary 
that the properties of duralumin are 
due to tour features of its manu- 
facture: first, the composition; sec- 
ond, the heat treating; third, 
“aging,” and fourth, the working. 

In order to weld duralumin suc- 
cessfully these four piccesses must 
be taken into consideration and 
steps taken as far as possible in the 
actual welding which will either 
parallel these steps taken in manu- 
facture or will avoid making any 
ehange in the metal or in its prop- 
erties which cannot be fully re- 
stored by subsequent heat treat- 
ment or working It is practicable

joints and to take care of expansion 
and contraction of the metal. Pro- 
vision should also be made for heat 
treating the entire part after weld- 
ing if it is of a size which can be 
accommodated in a heat treating 
furnace. 


In preparing duralumin for weld- 


ing it is first cleaned as thoroughly 
as possible and coated with sheet 
aluminum flux, which is mixed with 
water to form a creamy fluid. This 
is applied to the top and bottom 
sides of both edges to be welded 
or to the welding rod. The coated 
areas should be about '-inch wide 
on each side. If possible, some sort 
of jig should be used to hold the 
parts in line. Some backing up ma- 
terial is also helpful for supporting 
the seam. Butt welds are -recom- 
mended in preference to joints. and 
beveling of the edges is not neces- 
sary. 

In making duralumin tanks, 
flanged joints can be used, but 
tack-welding should be avoided, the

Excellent results in welds in dura- 
lumin can be gained by the use of 
a welding rod containing about 5 
per cent. silicon. This rod is avail- 
able commercially. It has a lower 
melting point than duralumin and, 
consequently, solidification takes 
place in the weld slower than in the 
fused portion of the base metal 
The weld metal thus absorbs any 
stresses set up in the weld on cool- 
ing. A sufficient quantity of alum- 
inum-silicon rod should be well 
cleaned and coated with flux before 
the welding is started so that the 
weld can be completed without stop- 
ping even momentarily. A stop can 
be made if absolutely necessary, but 
it is always best to complete the 
welding without interruption, since 
this results in a more even distribu- 
tion of the heat 

In starting to weld, the edges of 
the duralumin base material and the 
welding rod should be brought to 
the melting point at the same time 
When the metal becomes molten the 
rod should be applied. The
